The Philippines are ours forever, "terri- 


tory balonging to the United Stat :s," as 
the constitution says. 
And just beyond 


the Philippines are China's illimitable 
markets, 
We will not retreat from 


«ither. 
We will not repudiate our duty 


in tho archipelago. We will not abondon 
our duty in the Orient. 
We will move 


forward to our work, not howling our 
regrets like slaves whipped to their bur- 
dens, but with gratitude for a task 
worthy of our strength. 


"The island empire is the last land 


left in all the oceans. If it should prove 
» mistake to abandon it, the blunder 
once mnda would be irretrievable. 
If 


it proves a mistake to hold it, cho error 
cnn be corrected when we -will. 
Every 


•progressive 
nation stands ready to 


relieve us. The Philippines give us a 
•base at the door of all the east." 


America Must. Rule Pacific. 


Senator 
Bevericlge then dwelt at 


some length on the inestimable size of 
China's future ".omruerce. He told what 
other nations were doing,and pointed out, 
that the United States would have ad 
van- 


ages which the other nations could 
never equal. He'described the Pacific 
as the "ocean of tho commerce of the 
future'1 and exclaimed: 
"The power 


that rules the Pacific is the power that 
rules the world. With the Philippines 
that power is and will be forever with 
the American republic." 


"But if they did not command the 


Pacific,'' he continued, "Orient, China 
find India for purpose of offense, defense 
iind trade, tho Philippines are so valua- 
ble in themselves that we should hold 
them. I have riddon hundreds of miles 
on the islands, every foot ot the- <vay a 
revelation ot 
vegetable 
and mineral 


riches."

Col. 
Randall was born in Ohio and 


entered the service as a private in the 
Fourth Pennsylvania infantry April 20, 
-LS61. and rose t» be a lieutenant col- 
onel of volunteers .Tune 1. 1SG5. He 
was appointed to the regular service 
and rose by regular promotion to be 
colonel Aug. 8, 1S98. He was brevetted 
for gallant service in the bailie of 
Antietam, again brevetted [or gallant 
service in front ot Petersburg and for 
gallant service in the attack on Frot 
Stechnan, Va., and was again brsvetted 
for gallant service against the Indians 
in Arizona. He has had a widely ex- 
tended and distinguished service on 
the frontier. 


Col. 
Randall was sent to Alaska and 


was in command of Fort St. Michaels 
at the outbreak of the war with Spain. 
He was appointed a brigadier general 
of 
volunteers 
and 
returned 
from 


Alaska, but did not reach the country 
in time 
to participate in the active 


service HI Cuba or the Philippine isl- 
ands.

ported that Sister Augusta had run 
away to visit a friend, in Springfield, 
Missouri. 


This report waa strengthened by the 


tact that a letter directed to the missing 
woman was received at the Hall Jh-idav 
morning. The letter was from a young 
lady in Springfield, Mo., and referred to 
plans for a visit which she expected 
from Sister Augusta.

later spread sajing that a telegram had 
been received from Springfields saying

Sister Augusta's remains 
will prob-- 
ably be taken to St. Louis and buried 
in the family lot. 


For nearly a week the body has been 


subjected to the buffeting of' the waves 
is bruised and discolored.

Commissioner Bice is busy compiling 
statistics from the annual reports of the 
railroad companies of Wisconsin for the 
year ending June 30. 1899. 
From the 


deductions being made by him some in 
teresting facts (ire furnished, 
among 


which is the item of people employed in 
the state by railroads, exclusive of log- 
ging railroads, which makes a fairly 
good sized army,- the total number be- 
ing 24,016, and the total 
number of 


days worked during the year being 
6,669,875. 


The gross atuount paid in salaries in 


1899 was 812,980,985.05. being an aver- 
ago of a trifle over $1,940 per day. The 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Hallway 
company pays its employes, men, women, 
office boys, etc., an average of S2.03 per 
day; the Chicago & Northwestern Bail- 
way company pays an average of $1.93 
per day. 


The Chicago & Northwestern employs 


in the state of Wisconsin 8,409 people 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
emplojs 
6,371; while the Wisconsin 


Central has 3,250 persons on its pay 
roll in the state, for which it paid during 
the year 
ending June 
30, 
1899. 


SI,683,045.63, being an average of §1.97 
per day for each person employed. 


The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 


Omaha Bailway company report 1,885 
employes in this commonwealth, and 
dealt out to them for the year the sum 
of 81,175,544.25. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Baihvay company has 
not quite as large a list of employes in 
Wisconsin as some of the other roads, 
but contributed to the wage-earners 
S424.264.

As for personal 


abuse on the part of Alderman Car- 
penter, it is beneath my notice. It is 
not the first bray that I have heard. 
It 


was evident from the start that our city 
officials intended to 'bluff' and then 
back down, .throwing all the ridicule, 
possible on the j etition and the petition 
signers. Those who signed the peti- 
tion will remember the position taken by 
our city officials. 


'Even if there be no work of reform 


done in the future the movement in my 
mind has resulted in much good. 


'There was not a statement made in 


any of mj sermons, that I am not pre- 
pared to stand by. 


JRosuItnd In" a Moral Movement. 


"This investigation has resulted in a 


moral movement. I started in to ed- 
ucate moral sentiment along these lines 
and that I believe has been done. There 
is nothing to be Rained by talking about 
it at the present time. 


"It remains to be seen what will be 


done in the future. 
. "I am convinced that the laws of the 
city have been better enforced as the re- 
sult of this movement of reform. 


"It is my belief that there has been 


no proper investigation made by the 
members of the police committee who 
are well aware that the saloons of Janee - 
ville are open on Sunday. 


"This committee had no intention of 


making such investigation. 


"As to further carrying on this work 


I am at present not prepared to make 
any statement."

Janesville flre department submitted'his 
annual report to the common council

During the year there were 66 alarms 


sent in by the lire alarm system; four 
by telephone, and uighteec incipient 
occurred for which no alarm was sent to 
the fire department, making a 
total of 


88 fires and alarms. Hose wns laid at 
33 fires: 15 were extinguished with 
chemicals carried by the flre patrol—no 
water being thrown. In answering the 
alarms the department traveled 34 miles, 
laid 25,350 feet of hose, raised 354 feet 
ot ladders, used 2V charges of chemicals, 
spread ten covers and was in actual ser- 
vice 37 hours, 59 minutes.

TEE 
CENSUS 
OF WOO 


Chicago Tribune—William E. Merri- 


man. director of the twelfth census, has 
contributed an article to the January 
issue of the North American Review, in 
which he sets forth in an interesting 
manner the details ot the large and com 
plicated machinery which will be in- 
volved in taking the census of 1900, as 
well as of the tremendous amount of 
work involved. It is fortunate at the 
outset for the ^accuracy of this census 
that the act under which it will be 
taken is the best one that has ever been 
enacted, as it holds the individual in 
charge of each line of inquiry responsi- 
ble for any lack of method or slowness 
in presenting the results.' The census 
executive administration comprises a di- 
rector, assistant director and five chief 
statisticians and under the act this 
working staff is to have ready in two 
years ths information as to population, 
vital statistics, agriculture an3 manufac- 
turing industries, which in 1890 it took 
seven years to gather and print. Thus 
the usefulness of the census will be dis- 
tinctly enhanced. Instead of waiting 
until nearly 1910, 
the eve of another 


census, the reports must be forthcoming 
in 1902. 


To accomplish this will need a hercu - 


lean effort, but the director is confident 
the work can bo done. 
Three hundred 


supervisors will have charge of the cen- 
sus districts, and will designate no less 
than 50,000 enumerators for which they 
will be responsible. 
To transfer the 


enumerators' sheets to cards and count 
them on machines will require the ser- 
vices of at least 2.800 persons, and this 
clerical force will be secured by special 
eiamination as to elegibility, for the 
work to be performed is of an expert 
kiad. To do the preliminary work and 
to finish the undertaking in two years 
will require at least 3,000 clerks, mes- 
sengers, and other employes. One thou- 
sand clerks will be engaged in transfer- 
ring data from enumerators' sheets to 
curds, 100,000,000 in number. 
The 


requisite number of 
these will be 


punched, counted, and tabulated, and 
800 clerks will be employed tabulating 
the results from the punching machines. 
In addition to these there will be 500 
clerks 
employed 
by 
the 
vari- 


ous statisticians 
and by 
the ap- 


pointment 
and disbursing division. 


Finally 
the 
government printing 


office will have to print $25,000,000 
schedules to be forwarded to the super- 
visors early in the present year.

the completion of the "Census Reports'' 
the special census reports will appear 
as rapidly as it is practical.

statistics, agriculture and manufactures 
must be rcndy within two years. :' •:

least as early as 1875. Soou after this j 
a party was .formed, known tis ilia 
Workiugmeu's party, of which Kearney 
was m:iile president. 


Tho state 01! affairs in California at 


this time was ripe for a man of 
Kearney's stamp. Tho Chinese, horded 
together iu quarters scarcely tit for 
habitation, were a perpetual source of 
Irritation to the workingmeu. who felt 
tluit the presence of these cheap labor- 
ers hourly made the rich richer and the 
poor poorer. 


In 187S Kearney made a speech in 


Sau Francisco which attracted consid- 
erable attention, more, perhaps, on ac- 
count of its violence than any other 
reason. He advocated forming a mili- 
tary organization, and when tho next 
steamer came into port to march down 
to the wharf aud stop the "leprous 
Chinese" from landiiifr. 


The meetings of the new party were 


held on Sunday in u vacant lot in San 
Francisco, known as the "sand lot'' of 
the city. Here every Sabbath Kearney, 
dressed in workiuginau's garb, usually 
In his shirt sleeves, addressed his aucll- 
finces, who went away lighter of heart 
und comforted by his words. 


Kearney left California for Boston 


Jn July, 1878. His popularity in Sau 
Francisco at this time was evinced by 
«n extraordinary demonstration, which 
took place on his departure. He was 
given a grand ovation by the working- 
men's military clubs and other organi- 
zations. 


Along in March, 18SO, we find him 


uac'k on the "sand lot" in Sau Frau- 
cisco indulging in the same furious ti- 
rades against the Chinese. 
At this 


time the movements of the "sand lot 
agitators" were watched with wide- 
spread interest throughout the coun- 
try, 
and bloodshed seemed Imminunt 


and unavoidable. Kearney's speeches 
.were of an inflammatory nature, at 
times urging the people to rise en 
masse. 
The aristocrats on Nob hill 


bad him arrested, but he was released 
after serving 40 days of his sentence, 
ami his people gaw him a rousing re- 
ception. Later liifr^iolititul associates 
deposed him. "The Chinese must go!" 
had become a campaign cry, however, 
and the cfiuse was won. 


During this time, though, his busi- 


ness had been ruined by the San Fran- 
cisco merchants, who opposed his 
views. Ho made a new start by sell- 
lug pie and coffee in the new Golden 
Gate park. 


Tie made his tirst big stake by selling 


short on wheat just as the bottom fell 
out of the Loiter boom. Today he is 
worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars.
